The proposition to "have an ocnlist to examine the eyes ot all the school children, 


is taking deep root with some educators who are ready to adopt every new fad 
proposed.

Even in the Lowell school board the idna has been mooted that some doctor,1 


oculist or specialist must be engaged to practice upon the eyes of the school children. 


The doctors say they want .statistics for the benefit of science,- but the most reliable 


authorities say that statistics thun obtained are worthless and that glassss provided 
for the school children'are more likely to injure than to benefit the eyes. 


No superficial examination ot the eyes of school children as proposed, would be 


sufficiently reliable on which to base statistics, or on which to adopt any particular 
remedy for visual defects. 


The letter test In a general wny is useless, but yet It would be used as an unerring 


test ut the sight.

With such au inspection the troubles ot school children and of their parents would 


be increased while a new cause of nervousness would be added to the already too 
lengthy list that perplexes the children and even tha parents thereof. 
The expense 


entailed Is hut a secondary consideration, but yet it would be more than some parents 
could afford. 


A prominent physician, one of the most distinguished oculists in this country, 


made the following reply to an advocate of ocular Inspection In schools: 


"It strikes me that physioiann assume too much In regard to the eye. 
If there is 


anything that makes an eye man tired it is to see someone attempt to do something 
according to some hypothetic theory and make a dismal failure of It. I cannot under- 
stand bow the use of test cards is any test for bypermetropia or myopia. It strikes 
me that a person During astigmatism of. very low degree, and in ill-health, would 
have disturbance of vision. 
I have been acquainted with one oC the assistants of the 


Manhattan Eye and Ear hospital In New York, who had pronounced astigmatism, and 


wore a glass, 


"I would like to ask how In determining the ryparrnetropla or myopia do you dis- 


pose of the accommodation. 
If I remember correctly, there is a rasomotor nervous 


system, and I have had pupils stand up in front of me whose Tadomotor and spinal 
nervous systems were so thrilled that they had lost entire control of ovary sphincter 
muscle in the body.

"Now you will all agree' that one of our great troubles is our accommodation. 


This seams to me to he a point that should he taken Into consideration In determin- 
ing the hypermetropia of school children. • In the dark room of the ilanhattan Eye 
and Ear hospital we were requested to examine a very marked case of myopia. 
I 


examined tha case with my ophthalmoscope!" If I see the blood vessels and the vel- 
vety appearance I turn the glass and if tha velvety appearance cornea out stronger 
than the white lines, thun I say I have not here a case of myopia, 
I decided that It 


was a oase of hypermetropia and my" opinion was confirmed by the great .Dr. Morrison. 


"There we had a patient who'hid been diagnosed'by several physicians as my- 


opic. That is merely a mistake. 
It illustrates the fact that If you rely on the test- 


card to decide what the error is, and pronounce that child myopic and attempt to 
give It correction with a minus gloss, It would be entirely an' error. 
There is an- 


other interrogation. I would like to make for my own information. I notice, accord- 
ing to the chart, that as the school life advances, the conjunctivitis advances. 
Might not that be from eye strain. Another thing—I have been, so unfortunate as to 
just conclude fitting patients when they had a spell of sickness. 
Upon recovery I 


found that my glass was entirely useless. 
This: brings up another matter I wish, to 


advance: 
Is not the hyparmetropic eye the normal eye? la not the emotroplc eyt, • 


the uncommon eye,, called the normal eye ?"

A Clly of Gold to Be Built In the Vc*y 


Heart of the Structures For tto Great 
Show In 1000, In Which, tho Evolution 
or Silver and Gold Will Bo Explained. 


.When, half u dozen years hence, the 


question la asked, "What was the most re- 
markable sight at the Paris exposition o* 
1000?" It is very probable that tho unani- 
mous answer will be "The City of Gold." 
At previous International expositions there 
have been many striking features—the 
EilTol tower, for example—but at no ex- 
position hitherto hold has thoro been a 
feature In ony way resembling this one. 


Tho creator of this golden city Is II. 


Arthur Heolhord, u distinguished anti- 
quarian and hlEtarian. Old Paris lias for 
years been his special study, and he has 
written eoiuc scholarly works on the life 
of the grout ciBy' in tho past. Thus It 
chnncedthat he recently conceived the idea 
of representing at tho forthcoming exposi- 
tion that section of Paris In which tho 
Pont-au-Chango is located, his purpose 
being to give a financial picture of Paris 
as it existed in old days. 


?I. Hculhord at first proposed to repre- 


sent simply this financial section of old 
Purls. 
Gradually, however, ho evolved a 


greater and au unparalleled project. Why 
not represent tho entire history of money 
at the forthcoming exposition [ ho asked 
himself. 
Surely great Interest would at- 


tach to a history of finance, a history show- 
ing tho etornal tragedy and the eternal 
comedy of money—showing, tor^ the evo- 
lution of silver nnd gold through post 
ages, the part which the metals, have 
played In tbe history of taxation, the man- 
ner in which they are coined, and finally 
the rolo which they huvo played in various 
countries since they first came to be used 
as standards of valuo. Impressed with tbo 
grandeur of this idea, M. Heulhord gradu- 
ally transformed his picture of Pout-au- 
Chango Into a universal golden city. 


In this golden city, which will bo erect- 


ed in tho very heart of the exposition, 
thoro will bo saverr.l distinct sections. 
In 


ono will be shown silver, copper and gold 
In their native state. In another will bo 
shown tho various methods of mining and 
transposing those metals, and in another 
will be seen specimens of coins made 
from tho metals at various epochs. 
Tho 


great gold mines of the world will ha clear- 
ly pictured, together with graphic tableaux 
of tho manner in which tlioy are worked. 
Ic this way, it is claimed, tourists can ob- 
tain as good an idea of the=e mines as they 
could by visiting them in the Transvaal, 
Australia, or California. 


There will also ba n oompleto display of 


all the tools and machinery that have been 
and are ht present used for tho purposes of 
mining and coining. The methods of all 
countries will bo represented, and piles of 
the money used in the various countries 
will bo shown as samples of thoir work. 
Moreover, during the exposition mary 
coins will be struck from crude gold onil 
silver, and it Is likely that on them will 
be Impressed a special monogram com- 
memorative of tho groat Parisian triumph 
in the year 1900.—Now York Herald.

hood, and bud seen nono of her relatives, 
who remained in England since the day 
of her departure from "thut country. 
She 


ivns a woman of coiiBideruhlu wealth, and 
(iftcr bur death It wus found tliHt slio bad 
bequeathed her property In fairfy equal 
parts to her next of kin. 


The share oE oach wall qulto a Inrgo snnj 


of money. 
Tbo v?lll wus prolmted, tlio 


noiniuiitlon of the esccutrii confirmed, 
nnd :i citation was I&sucd for an .heir who 
lived in Liverpool, who by the terms of 
the will wus to reaolvooHhuro In the estate. 


Tho name of this heir Is stated by tbo 


lawyers to hnvo beon Annio Smith. 
Tho 


excuutrix caused tbe citnthju to be sent to 
Annie Smith /itLiverpool, andndvlfied her 
In a letter which was inclosed with tho 
citation to employ lawyers iu New York 
to collect thu money thut was to coino to 
her from tlio efltuta, ami to forward it to 
her. 


As Annie Smith's oxaat address In Liv- 


erpool wus MOI known, it was thought 
that sho coultl bo Identified by tho post;- 
n:u3tor of Liverpool if the letter were sent 
to her In cure of her brother, Paul Smith, 
soa cnptain. 
This wus done, nnd Annie 


Smith was easily found by the postoffico 
authorities because, of the addiaaa of the 
letter to her In cure ot tho brother,-who 
was a sea captain. 


As soon as tbo malls ootild roach this 


country from Liverpool the firm of law- 
yers who wore nftorward eo seriously In- 
volved recalved from Annlo Smith a letter 
in which she asked them to collect ber 
share of tho estate uud to forward the mon- 
ey to her. She suntwitb the letter a power 
of attorney which authorized tbeso lawyers 
to do all things necessary to be dona In her 
name. 


Tbo report that her aunt was dead was, 


sho admitted, tho flrsb reminder that she 
hud bad for a long time- that an aunt of 
hers wns living in the United States. When 
a child, she knew tbut an mint had gone to 
tlil.T country and had intirried, nnd she re- 
membered in n vague, sort of wuy to have 
beurd that her aunt had come into posses- 
sion of a largo property. 
Sbo euld In her 


letter thut, uucil sho received the communi- 
cation from tho ejocutrlx, she did not 
know what the married name of her aunt 
was. 


Authorized with tbo power of attorney, 


the lawyers collected tbe money, but a 
;nlfitako which might hove proved most 
dlBQStrous was made when tho eieoutrix 
accepted their word cbnt they had a power 
of attorney und ttirntid tho money over to 
theiu without having looked DC thut in- 
strument. 


In nuo time tho money was sent to An- 


nlo Smith. Tho executrix knov,T that Annie 
Smith wns poor, aud ehe believed that sho 
would htivo tbo enjoyment of tlms rare os- 
perieuce which tho suddon realization of n 
fortune of which she never dreamed would 
fnrnlsb. 


Some two months passed, nnd the law- 


yers here were greatly'surprised and even 
ol armed when tbey received a letter fram 
her making Inquiry as to tho reason why 
tbey had not forwarded, to her her share In 
that estate. They wrote, saying that they 
had not only forwarded the fortune, but 
that they hud also received by return mail 
her receipt. 


Soin Q three weeks later the lawyers re- 


ceived another letter from Ansio Smith. 
It was a threatening and dangerous letter. 
Sho pruetlcally ucourod them of having col- 
looted tbe money nnd then appropriated it 
to their own nse. Sbe informed thorn chat, 
unless the money was immediately sent to 
her, she should bring un action against 
them Cor tho recovery of tbe money npon 
the allegation tbat they had collected and 
'kept it. 


To u flrm of lawyers of tbo highest pro- 


fessional roputo tho bare possibility that 
thero would be publication of an accusa- 
tion, ivlfecting their professional honor, 
nnd especially an accusation to which they 
could .ouly oppose their word In denial, 
did of course give the gravest anxiety. 


The lawyers inado a thorough examina- 


tion of all tho papers in tho case, and their 
nnixluty was intensified by the disoovery i 
tbac cbe signature of Annie Smith at- 
tached to the power of attorney was not 
In the same handwriting as the signature 
nttnched to the receipt for the money. 
This, of course, suggested forgery, and 
•while the forged receipt would, in a liti- 
gation, exonerate this firm of Inwyersfrom 
die baser accusations that were made, It 
would still rondcr them liable for the re- 
turii of &be money, end as the amount 
•wus laigo tnat of itself made the com- 
plication very serious. 


Tbe lawyers at once wrote to a flrm ot 


solicitors in Liverpool, asking these solici- 
tors to make thorough investigation and 
to procure such aid us might bo necessary 
in order to tince the money to tbe person 
who receipted for It. 
A reply came back 


thnt Annie Smith was undoubtedly acting 
in good faith. 
Sho had been found In 


Liverpool nnd bad told her story in such 
a manner us impressed the solicitors witb 


• the truth of it. 
; ' . 


They naked for further Information, and 


tbe lawyers'hero wrote back that the re- 
mittance was not sonc to Annie Smith in 
Liverpool, for tbo reason that tho oxeoutils 
had informed them that she bad gone 
.from Liverpool to Edinburgh nnd would 
'bo there for some mcnths. 


Her brother, tbe sea captain, hnd foi 


• some reaEou gone to Edinburgh, and tho 
executrix, not knowing Annio Smith's 
Edinburgh address, hnd advised that tbe 
remittance be sent to her at Edinburgh in 
care of Paul Smith, sea captain, who, tbe 
executrix felt sure, would be likely to 
leave bis nddrosa at the Edinburgh post- 
ofHee. 


With this Information thesolicitorg con- 


tinued their investigation, and receutly 
tbey sent; u latter to tha firm of lawyers 
which cr.used both joy and astonishment 
In that uflico. 
Tbey said that they hud 


found in Edinburgh Annio Smith, nnd 
thnt the remittance addressed to her in 
care of Paul Smith, sen captain, had 
reached her there, und that Eho had sent 
tbe receipt herself, as requested. 


The remittance had oouie to Annls Smith 


eo unexpectedly thnt for a tiuia she could 
scarcely realize that she had been placed by 
it in u position of independence. Siie rnude 
the inquiries aud was told thnt the Ameri- 
can way wns, whenever a person died li 
that country and bequeathed money co ono 
who lived in another country, for tho courts 
to appoint lawyers to receive tho bequest 
and forward It to tho heir. • 
. - • 


• • She knew thnt flhe had an aunt living in 
America who was said to bo rich, but-sbe- 
had uever seen her; bjt she knetv that her 
name was Mary Janes. 


. She therefore wrote the receipt" as re- 
quested and forwarded it to tbe linn o! 
lawyers In New York. The solicitors then 
made another Investigation In Liverpool, 
and thcru tbey again EHW Annie Smith 
knd thus had visible proof not only that 
there were two Annie Smiths -who'bad 
lived all their lives in Liverpool without 
knowing one another, but that each of 
those two hud B brother ot the n»me of 
Paul Smith who wns 1 sea captain und fin 
uuntwboln oarlylifo bad gone toAiuerica 
and through murringe had become pos- 
sasscd of wealth. • 


Further investigation showed tbat .the 


Annie Smith wbo wus then in Edinbnrgb 
wns the rightful bolr and was therefore 
authorized to" Blpn the receipt, and when 
tbe facts were all laid beEore tho Annie 
Smith In Liverpool sho nmdodue, alt-bough 
disnppolnted,acknowledgment of them, and 
gave full release for any claim which she 
thought sho had under the will. 


But for tbe fnct thnt tbe Annie Smith 


wbo WIIB she rightful heir had gone to Kd- 
inburgh, wholly unconscious as she was of 
tho fortune that was coining to her, It is 
probable that the remittance would have 
gono to the other Annlo Smith, who wns 
not entitled tu it, and perhaps tho rightful 
hoir would never have known that she bad 
by tbls mistake lost a fortune, whereas the 
Unit Annlo Smith would in good faith 
have enjoyed her good fortune.—New York 
Cor. Philadelphia Press.

Boston, Dec. 10.—Frank C. Miles, for 


moro than 20 years the trusted treasurer 
of tho Boston Safe Deposit and Trust 
company, one of the oldest and most 
conservative of Boston's banks, IB a de- 
faulter for at least 5100,000. 


The defalcation waa discovered late 


yesterday afternoon by the president, 
and a meeting of the directors was im- 
mediately called. After a hurried con- 
sultation of the bank officials, the fol- 
lowing statement was given: 


The examining- committee of the BOM- 
"The cocaminlnt' committee of the BOK- 


ton Safo Deposit and Trust company, 
finding adellcltln their securities, called 
upon the treasurer, Frank C. Miles, for 
ujj sjcplanatlon. -B'hcn he confeaaed that 
he had mlsipplled securities which may 
Involve a Ic-.i3 to the company of from 
SJO.OOO to 5100,00. Tho company holds a 
rfsponslbla bond of Indemnity In the 
$50,000 to 5JCO.OOO. The company holds a 
tlon with the safo deposit vaults of the 
company. F. M. Stone, President." 


More than the above the officials re- 


fuse to say, except that Miles had been 
treasurer of the Institution since It be- 
gan business, In 1876, and during all the 
21 years had handled the funds of the 
company In a most conservative and 
careful manner, not even a whisper be- 
ing heard as to hiaiateerlty until yester- 
day. 


The company has a capital of J1.000,- 


000, and does a. regular trust company 
business, besides having a large num- 
ber of safes, which It rents to private 
parties for tho safe keeping of securities. 
Mllea had full charge at the cash de- 
posits and securities belonging to the 
company and those held as collateral 
for loans, and It 1m from these securities 
that he abstracted those missing. 


At a late hour last night the examining 


committee was stUl In session at the 
banl;, trying to ascertain If the $100,000 
covered the entire deficit. 


Immediately after the defalcation waa 


discovered, Hon. Solomon Lincoln, the 
counsel for the company, as well as di- 
rector, was notified, and prepared tl:o 
necessary papers to present to the court 
for the Issuing of a warrant for Miles' 
arrest. It was, however, too late for the 
erantlne of such a warrant. J4r. Lin- 
coln stated that the securities of the 
company had probably been hypothe- 
cated by Mllea, and the money raised on 
Them used In, speculation. He deplored 
the unfortunate acts of the treasurer, 
vho. he said, had always bean looked 
upon as absolutely trustworthy. 


Miles, who Is 46 years old, and a native 


of Massaohueetba, has a most luxurious 
homo at S46 Beacon street, and sur- 
rounded by every modern convenience, 
he has lived there with his wife and two 
children for a number of years. Mrs. 
Miles was completely prostrated when 
the news of her husband's downfall was 
lirst broken to her by a reporter. She 
said that her husband had telephoned 
from the bank late In the afternoon -;hat 
he would not be hom« until late, but she 
had r.o Idea of the cause of his absence. 
Her husband had always been extremely 
reticent of his business affairs, and she 
could ascribe no cause for his actions. 


Tho Boston Safe Deposit and Trust 


company Is a state Institution, and does 
r.ot come under the national back act, 
being directly under the supervision of 
(he savings bank'commiestoners of t 
utate. 


The last examination of the company 


wag made by the commissioners In No- 
vember, and, according to the statement 
Issued by the commissioners, all the se- 
curities wc-ro Intact at that time. In 
order to deceive the examiners at th< 
time, Miles either substituted other se- 
curities or persuaded the savings bonk 
commissioners that everything waa nl) 
right, and they tool: his word for it.

Dun'a Report says No Changes Erpeoted 


Until Aftor Xew Your. 


Ne-w York, Dec." 19.—R. G. Dun & Co., 


In their weekly review of trade, say: 


The holiday trade Is generally large, 


though at some points more confined to 
cheap goods than usual, and the In- 
Iluer.ee of an Increase In the working 
force Is felt In other ways. But until the 
new year the only material changes er- 
pect-rd ore such as prepare for a large 
business next year. In the Iron and 
Btec-1 Industry these appear of the ut- 
most Importance. 
Sluce events for some months to come 


will turn largely on the stale of foreign 
trade. It Is cheering that produce ex- 
ports In November were ?109,091,B37 In 
value, amounting for three months to 
$307,749,577, more than double the value 
of ImporLs, which was $161,361,361. 


Exports of cotton are naturally stim- 


ulated by lo;var prlcee, and with forced 
liquidation of Important speculative op- 
erations, cotton has declined to 7.12, re- 
covering to 7.19 cents. July IB, the price 
was 7.OS; short crop otorles raised It to 
8.87 Sept. 10, and it has now gone back 
about to the starting point. Receipts 
from plantations continue heavy, while 
commercial stocks here and abroad are 
only about as large as a year ago, when 
the movement had been 1,100,000 bales 
less. The demand for goods In this coun- 
try falls below the Increased production, 
and the market is weak In tone, with 
prices of some Jobbers' bleached goods 
sharply reduced. Speculation In -wool 
has baited, sales for the week being 
2,721,200 pounds, against 5.180J300 last 
year, and 6,661,400 in 1892, and conces- 
sions are more frequent, Ohio XX sell- 
Ing at 19, against 20 cents recently. The 
demand for goods seems to hava been 
postponed .until after the holidays. 


The billet pool has practically dis-

The receipts 
In two weeks have been 8,625,382 bushels, 
against 11,600,587 last year, and Atlantic 
exports for three weeks have been, flour 
Included, 6,921,144 bushels, against 5,907,- 
824 last year. November exports, flour 
Included, were 16.835,136 bushels, agralnrt 
11,332,140 last year. For three months 
exports of cotton and breadstuffs only 
have about equalled the total value of 
all Imports.

In that cose, says The Chrsnlcle. the 


resolution will be tantamount to a dec- 
laration of war. Any great power would 
declare war, but It la difficult to say what 
Spain will do. It would be a combat 
against overwhelming- odds, which could 
only end In the one way. But the Span- 
ish are proud, and the house of Bourbon 
1'ears, with good reason, that the ICES of 
Cuba would mean the loss of the throne. 
Spain would probably appeal to the 
powers, who would thereby be placed In 
the most embarrassing position most of 
them have been In since the days of 
Prince Matternlch's diplomatic com- 
munications. If the powers assume a 
hostile attitude that would certainly 
have the effect of clinching the Amer- 
ican sentiment and of sealing the fate of 
Cuba.

F. Our service durlug 1863 anfl 1S63 was 
with the Army of the Potomao until after 
the battle of Gettysburg, in wliloli we por- 
tiolpatcd, when tbe Twelfth corps,--under 
tho command of General Hooker,^"Fight- 
ing Joe," WBS sent west to form a part of 
General Sherman's army. About this time 
the government was recruiting xcglmeuta 
of colored troops, a measure I approved,

because I thought tho negroes should fight, 
for their own freedom and the elevation of 
their own race, and because, in other 
words, as wag said at the 'tlmo, a negro 
would stop a bullet as ofCectlvely'as a white 
man. I bulieved, too, thati properly officer- 
ed and led tho negroes would fight well, a 
belief that was confirmed by experience. 


I saw. four Chi'istmdsos while in the 


army, for I was rot mustered oat until 
1SOO—two with my old regiment, the 
Twentieth Connecticut, and one, that of 
1S86, whllo on detached service as the Judge 
advocate of a general court martial. .The 
Chrlstmns which especially Impressed It- 
self-upon mo, however, was that of 1864, 
which I spont with my new regiment, tho 
Forty-fourth, TJ. 3. 0. T. This regiment 
was recruited from among tho planta- 
tion negroes' recently slaves of northern 
Georgia, Alabama and Tennessee, witli a 
small sprinkling from Mississippi.. --Dec. 
25, ISG-i, was my first Christmas as a field 
officer, and with the colored troops—and 
with all of them—it was their flnt Christ- 
mas i\s soldiers nnd with many of them 
their flrst holiday as free men.

Jib Christmas draw nigh tho colored troopi 
showed anxiety to celebrate It appropriate-, 
ly. 
Cm all well conducted plantations In 


the souljli before the war the holiday season 
was always a time for enjoyment and feast- 
ing with the bhiokfl as well as the white*. 
The hoii.ds of slavery wore< temporarily re- 
laxed, and all wont In for a good time. 
Tho white troops were receiving from their 
friends iyt home reminders that they were 
not forgotten in tho shape of packages by 
mall and boxes by train laden with food, 
drink'aiid olothlng of a kind not) provided 
by Uncle Sam's commissary or quarter- 
master. But.our colored soldiers had no 
friends at borne to send them these tokens 
of. loyo and remembranoo.1 Their friends, 
whon not still In bondage, woro poor, and 
homes were yet a thing df the future. But 
the men had their pay, and sutlers ware oa 
numerous as their prices were high. The 
officers of the regiment, both Hold and lice, 
helped out the festivities of tbo block men 
In blue both by contributions and by teach- 
ing them how and what to buy.

The man had brought 
with Mm the Instrument his master had 
bought him. Under his manipulation the 
peon liar whining tone of the accordion 
as ordinarily played was lost. 
• Then, thoro were any number of good 
singers. One big fellow, the blackest man, 
I think, I ever saw, had a tenor voice that 
would have made tbe fame and fortune of 
a white man. It was olcar and powerful 
and as ewect as a ahlme of - silver bolls.

winter of 1881 caught Ben Snipes, then 
tho cattle king of this section, with 30,- 
000 head of cattle on the range. They died 
of starvation, lor there were DO railroads 
then to transport hay.

AMELIA LOST HER LOVER BY CHARM- 


ING BEASTS. 


Death of atitraziee Woman— She Hid Bean 


and SuoVt-n as I>t« — Han-lion Didn't 
TJlce to HaV4 a Catamount at SlB Table, 
So He Wouldn't Marry Her. 
Mia. E. Miles, who died at Brook- 


ville, Pa., B few days ago, had wonder- 
ful power over animals and readily 
made pets ot wild doer, bears, cata- 
mounts, faxes, snakes and fishes. She 
•mag a native ol Ireland and cnme to 
Chia country in 18-1-t. She rode from 
New York to Philadelphia on tho rail- 
road, went to Willlamaport on n packet 
boat and walked thence to Bnld Bugle, 
•where she passed several nights in the 
woods. Later she moved to i'arrantls- 
viJlc, where she made her homo with n 
family in whoso honor tho village was 
named. The woods in tho vicinity of 
Fcrraiidsvillo were .dense, and animals 
aad reptiles were numerous in it. It 
wns while in that neighborhood that 
she became awaro of her strange power 
and began to practice it. 


Her maiden nnme was Amelia Janes, 


md Henry Harrison, yet aliva, was her 
lover for mi-.ny years, but on account of 
her uncanny power over HE tamed ani- 
mals ho never married her.

"Amelia was tho dearest girl I ovei 


kucw. Sho wosbeoutifnl and had a lov- 
ing disposition.

Then, too, 
it wasn't delightful to have a big snake 
crawl over my leg as I satthero talking 
sentiment to Amelia.

"No, I didn't kiss her then, but wait- 


ed for omoreconvenientseason. Inever 
learned that she lost her strange power, 
but at the time ,of_ her death sho had 
only a bear and a doer as pets, besides 
several birds."

Italy has just enacted a law providing 


for a Eoalo of bounties which should 
bring joy and prosperity to her ship- 
builders and shipowners. For every iron 
or steel vessel built in an, Italian yard 
tho government will, grant a construc- 
tion bounty of SIC a ton, gross tonnage 
and $4 a ton if tho hull bo of wood. 
The navigation bounties arp equally 
•munificent. They are too complicated 
to give in detail hero, but aa a specimen 
of their quality it maybe mentioned 
that a bounty of 20 .cents -per ten, of 
grosi tonnage, per 1,000 miles navigat- 
ed is allowed during tho first three 
years of the ship's ago. In return for 
theso navigation bounties steam vessels 
must carry gratis tho royal mails. 


Although Earl Grey, Sir Frederick 


Carrington and Sir Richard Martin are 
the nominal heads - of the government 
of Matabeleland and of tho other Brit- 
ish possessions in Africa to the north of 
Natal, it is manifestly Cecil Rhodes 
who, in Epito of his absence of official 
status, is the autocrat of tho.entiro coun- 
try, for all the treaties of ponce recently 
negotiated with the native chiefs have 
been secured by him, and he is the one 
man of personal authority in the coun- 
try. It is upon him that the natives 
look as tho autocrat of South Africa, 
and in their expressive language they 
havo likened him to the "bull that sep- 
arates tho fighting bulls," while they 
compare his chief lieutenant aud Fidus 
Achatss, John Coloubrander, to the 
"tick bird,"which in Africa always 
accompanies cattlo and helps them to 
get rid of ticks. 


Tho chief of police of Berlin has in- 


vited colleagues in tho various citins 
and towns of the German empire .to..take 
part in a meeting for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the advisability of adopting the 
Bertillan method of identifying crimi- 
nals by anthropometry. 


There is one institution in France 


which has hitherto contrived to with- 
stand all tho numerons-and revolution- 
ary changes of government—namely the 
Bank of France, which,owes its origin 
to tho first Kapoleon. Tho question as1 
to tho renewal of ita charter has just 
come up for discussion iu the legisla- 
ture, which has voted its prolongation. 
Since the.foundation of the bank it has 
had but ton governors, while France 
has during tho same period of timo had 
no less than nina different regimes and 
considerably over a hundred cabinets. 


It is evident thnt there is Ijjut little 


improvement as yet in the lot of the 
Armenians in Turkoy, for the Armenian 
bishop of tho Hasakeui suburb of Con-

his coat. Yat such comparisons are nec- 
essary to realiza the condition 6f affairs 
that prevails at the present moment in 
Constantinople.

The federal council' at Bern has 


unanimously decided to bring forward n 
bill for the "amendment, of the Swiss 
constitution. The revision proposed is 
in the direction of unifying the civil 
and criminal law.—Kcw York Tribune.

land that a law has been passed by the 
parliament -of Argentina putting a tax 
on oolibaoy, . The text of the enactment 
has not yet arrived at tha Argentina 
consulate, bet. its general features are 
given in a London dispatch. 


.Every unmarried male between the 


ages of SO and 80 years falls under the 
provisions of the low. He must pay to 
the Etata a monthly tax, the amount of 
which ie determined by circumstances 
over which he may or may not havo 
control. In particularly, heinous in 
Etancea of single-blessedness the. mulct 
is -heavy. Ordinary misdemeanants in 
celibacy escape more easily. There are 
a few conditions which may be pleaded 
in mitigation or complete abatement of 
damages. Priests ara not taxed. 


The law is aimed directly at men, 


but both sexes may be made to feel it. 
Of course the-men are considered the 
chief offenders, since in negotiations 
leading to matrimony they are supposed 
to take the initiative. 
Moreover, they 


have all the money. But there are oir 
cnmfitances In which tho women may 
be considered particeps criminis, acces- 
sories before or after the fact. 


Thus tho maid or widow who, hav- 


ing received the tender of a heart and 
hand, promises the suppliant to ba a sis- 
ter to him, must give to a competent 
court a good and sufficient reason, or 
else pay a fine of-$500, South American 
silver. "What is worse, tho fine money 
goes to the rejected suitor who makes 
complaint.

preconceived notions that it Is hardly worbh 
while,to colebrnte a Chrlstmas^vithout tho 
blazing Ynlo log, or the .Chriatams tree, 
or mistletoe nnd holly, or one and all of 
tho accompaniments ol than season that 
have become 11 part and purcel of our bring- 
ing up. Yet the majority of tha 37,000 
Christianized -natives of tho Island King- 
dom, in thoir '.'artless, Japanese way, flnd 
pleasure enough in observing the day In a 
manner that would make ug think that 
the seasons had-been turned tbpsy turvy, 
and our civilization along with them. 


Tho Japs work oil day Christmas bo- 


causo that Is their busiest tbne'Of year. "It 
Is the season when trade is tho most active 
and tho export traffic at its height. Church- 
going and holiday making are therefore 
deterred until evening. In the meantime 
the churches are .trimmed by tho womun 
and made veritable bowers of. flowers, for 
December In the greater portion of Japan 
is n. genial month, and flowere are so cheap 
that enough wagon loads of blossoms and 
greenery to trim Barrmm'a circus tent can 
be bought for'glO.- 


All Japanese seem to possess tho artistic 


instinct in a high degree, and the women 
sro rio exception. 
Of course they chat 


and gossip in a lively fashion, just as our 
own women do, while thoir nimble fingers 
are at work tying and bunching together 
tlio camellias, chrysanthemums nnd roses 
that are .lying around them in huge piles. 
Thoir ideas of color effects in church deco- 
ration aro different from ours, and per- 
haps more correct. 
Instinctively they 


seem to realize that white Is the emblem 
of purity nnd green frho color of nature; BO 
white and pale.yellow flowers are Imposed 
against backgrounds of solid green leafage, 
into which aro interwoven brunches of 
dwarf orange trees with the rips, yellow 
fruit upon them.

flocks of sheep, herds of cattlo and pigs 
and poultry without end, while every 
stream rooms with fish. 


Rather reluctantly th%' chief gave me 


permission to go to tha coast." Tho'rea- 
KOU for his opposition'was tbe danger 
"on the islands of Hankan," "explained 
thn gnido. "There is still a band of mau 
eaters! 
That's why" our ' people keep 


away from the coast and do not 'wisfl 
white visitors to go there." 


I reasoned that if theso people had 


been really dangerous the English would 
have cleared them out long before, and 
the fact that they were unheard of ii 
not unknown'butside "the king's conn- 
try", argued that thoy v/era uot impor- 
tant. But the prospect of seeing real 
cannibals, even at a distance, increased 
my desiro to go.

Uo superficial examination of the eyes of school children as proposed would be 


sufficiently reliable on which to baie statistics, or on whioh to adopt any particular 
remedy for visual defects. . 


The letter test In n general way la useless, but yet it would be used as an unerring 


test of tha sight. '

With such an inspection the troubles of school children and of their parents would 


be increased while'a new cause of nervousness would be added to tha already too 
lengthy list that perplexes the'children and even the parents thanof.

A prominent physician, one of the most distinguished oculists in .this -country, 


uade the following reply to an advocate of ocular inspection in schools: 


"It strikes me that physicians assume too much in regard to the eye.

according to some hypothetic theory and make a dismal failure of It. I-cannot under- 
stand how the nse of test'cards Is any test for hypermetropla or myopia. It strikes 
me that- a .person hiiving astigmatism of vary low degree, and in ill-health, would 
have disturbance "of vision.' 'I have been acquainted with one of the assistant* of tha * 
Manhattan Eye and-E&r-hospital in New York, who had pronounced astigmatism, and "

himself. 
Surely great Interest would at- 


tach to a history of finance, n history show- 
ing tho eternal tragedy and tho eternal 
comedy of money—showing, tor^, the evo- 
lution of silver ond gold through pasC 
ages, the part which the metals have 
pliiycd In tho history of taxation, tho man- 
ner in which they uro coined, and finally 
tho role which they havo played in v-irioas 
countries sinco thoy first camo to ba used 
(is standards of vnluo.

countries w-Ill be represented, and piles of 
tho money used In the various countries 
will bo shown as samples of their work. 
Moreover, during the exposition many 
coins w-ill be struck from crude gold and 
silver, and it is likely that on thoin will 
be impressed a special monogram com- 
memorative of the great Parisian triumph 
In the year 1900.—New York Herald.

Tht company holds a 
responsible bond of Indemnity in the 
$50.000 to 5WO.OCO. The company holds a 
tion with the safe deposit vaults of the 
company. F. it. Stone, President." 


More than the above the officials re- 


fuse to say, except that Miles had been 
treasurer of tlio institution since It be- 
gan business. In 1S75, and during all the 
21 years had handled the funds of the 
company In a most conservative and 
careful manner, not even a whisper be- 
ing heard as to his Integrity until yester- 
day. 


The company has a capital of $1,000,- 


COO, and does a regular trust company 
business, besides having: a largo num- 
ber of safes, which It rents to private 
parties for the safe keeplng.of securities. 
Miles had full charge of the cash de- 
posits and securities belonging to the 
company and :hose held as collateral 
for loans, and It 10 from these securities' 
that he abstracted those mlsslnR. 


At a late hour last night'the examining 


committee wag still In session at the 
bark, trying to ascertain If the 5100 000 
covered the entire deficit. 


Immediately after the defalcation -was 


discovered, Hon. Solomon Lincoln, the 
counsel for the company." as well as di- 
rector, was notified, and prepared t!.j 
necessary papers to present to the court 
for the Issuing of a warrant for Miles' 
arrest. It was, however, too late for the 
granting of such a warrant. Mr. Lin-, 
coin stated that the securities of the 
company hail probably been hypothe- 
cated by lilies, and the money raised on 
them used ;n speculation. He deplored 
the unfortunate acts of the treasurer, 
who. 
he said, had always been looked 


upon as absolutely trustworthy. 


Miles, who Is 4G years old, and a native 


of Massachusetts, has a most luxurious 
home at 316 Beacon street, and sur- 
rounded by every modern convenience 
he has lived there with his wife and two 
children for a number of years. Mrs. 
lilies was compietely prostrated when 
th? news of her husband's downfall was 
first broken to her by a reporter. She 
said that her husband had telephoned 
from the bank late in the afternoon that 
he would not be home until late, but she 
had no Idea of the cause of his absence. 
Her husband liad always been extremely 
reticent of his business affairs, and she 
could ascribe no cause for his actions.

But until the 
nev/ year the only material changes ex- 
pected are such as prepare for a large 
business next year. In the Iron and 
steel industry these appear of the ut- 
most importance. 


Since events for some months to come 


will turn largely on the state of foreign 
trade, It Is cheering that produce ex- 
ports In November were 5109,091,937 In 
value, amounting for three months to 
$307.749,577, more than double the value 
of Imports, which was 5151,301,351. 


Exports of t-oiton are naturally stim- 


ulated by lower prices, and with forced 
liquidation or important speculative op- 
eration-a, cotton has declined to 7.12, re- 
covering to 7.19 cents;- July 15, the price 
T.-as 7.06; short crop btorles raised It to 
"S.87 Sept. 10, and It has now gone back 
about to the starting point. Receipts 
from plantations continue heavy, while 
commercial stocks here and abroad are 
only about as large as a year ago, when 
the movement had been 1,100,000 bales 
less. The demand for goods in this coun- 
try foils below the Increased production, 
ami the market is weak In tone, with 
prices"of some jobbers' bleached goods 
sharply reduced. 
Speculation in wool 


has halted, sales for tho week being 
2,721,200 pounds, against 5,180J)00 last 
year, and. 5,651,400 In -1892, and conces- 
sions are more frequent, Ohio XX sell- 
Ing at 19, against 20 cents recently. The 
demand for goods seems to have been 
postponed until after the holidays. 


The billet pool has practically dis- 


solved, and sales are reported at $16 to 
517, with contracts to supply customers 
through most or whole of next year. 
The beam pool has revived, and restored 
the price to $1.55, but nails and steel 
b:rrs are a shade lower. Bessemer pig 
and grey forge are a shade lower at 
Plttsburg. Virginia and Alabama Iron 
are offered 25 cents l^wer at the east, 
and with so much uncertainty regard- 
Ing great changes In progress, very lit- 
tle is done in finished products, and gen- 
erally at concessions.

But the Span- 
ish are proud, and the house of Bourbon 
1'ea.rs, with good reason, that the loss of 
Cuba would mean the loss of the throne. 
Spain would probably appeal to the 
powers, who would thereby be placed In 
the most embarrassing position most of 
them have been In since the dayn of 
Prince Alatternlch's diplomatic com- 
munications. If the powers assume a 
hostile attitude that would certainly 
have the effect of clinching tbe Amer- 
ican sentiment and of sealing the fate of 
Cuba.

I enlisted after graduation at Yale In the 


Twentieth Connecticut regiment and was 
commissioned Urat lleutonant of Company 
F. Our seCTico during 1863 and 1863 was 
with tho Army of the Potomiio -untll-aftor 
tho battle of Gettysburg, in which we.par- 
ticipated, when the Twelfth corps, 'under 
tho command cf General Hooker,_."Flght- 
Ing Joe," was sent west to form a part .of 
General Sherman's army. About this time 
tho government was recruiting regiments 
of colored troops, a mcasuro I approvod/

There was no malice cr unkind feeling

' 1S6G — two with my old regimant, the 


Twentieth Connecticut, and one, that of 
1805, whllcon detached servicoas tho judge 
advocate of n general court martial. 
The 


Christmas which especially impressed It- 
self upon mo, however, was that of 1804, 
which I spent with my new regiment, tho 
Forty-fourth, U. S. C. T. This regimont 
was recruited from among tha planta- 
tion negroes recently slaves of northern 
Georgia, AJabama and Tennessee, with a 
small sprinkling from Mississippi. Dec. 
25, ISGi, was my first Christmas as n fleld 
officer, and with tho colored troops — and 
with all of theju — It was their fli'sc Christ- 
mas ns nol.dlers nnd with many o£ them 
their first holiday as free men.

That night, guided-by 
some of . our Tennessee negroes who know 
tha bypntlis, we eluded the Confederate 
pickets and got into the Union lines. 


After tha fight we were sent to Chatta- 


nooga and went into winter quarters. Our 
men..lived in huts, rude, but'comfortable. 
In fact, most of theiu were better-housed,' 
bettor clothed-and better fed than :they had 
over been, and, while subject to the restraint 
of.-military discipline, enjoyed more real 
freedom than thoy'liad ever hoforo known. 
A* Christmas draw nigh the colored troops 
showed anxiety to celebrate It appropriate-, 
ly. 
On ul 1 well conducted plantations in 


the south beforo tho war-tho holiday season 
•was always a time far enjoyment and feast- 
ing with the braoks as well as tho whites. 


} Tho/bonds of-slavery were temporarily ro-. 
| lased, and all wont in for a good time. 
Tho white troops were receiving f rom their 
friends at homo reminders that thoy.were 
cot forgotten in tho shape of "puoltages by 
mail and coxes by train laden with food, 
drink and clothing of a kind not provided 
by Uncle Sam's commissary or quarter-' 
master. But our colored soldiers had no 
friends at home to send them these tokens 
of love and remembrance. Their frlonds, 
when not still In bondage, were poor, and 


' homes woro yet a thing of tlio future. But 


j the man hart their pay, uiid sutlers, were as 


numerous as their prices wore high. 
Tho 


officers of thoroglmeut, both field and lino, 
helped out tlio festivities of the blnok men 
In blue both by contributions and by teaoh- 
Ing them how and what to buy. The re- 
sult was that so far as creature comforts 
woro concerned the men of the Forty- 
fourth, colored, fared remarkably well on 
their first Christmas of freedom and as BO!- 
diors. 


Tho negro, like tha Chinese nnd Japa- 


nese, Is imitative; but, unlike them, ho is 
musical.

The men of the Forty- 


fourth Colored woro nob" at all behind in 
this regard. Wo had a number of string 
bunds among the men. In fact, every 
company bad ono or more. They had, 
Bomo vory good performers among them, 
somo of thoso on the flddlo and banjo be- 
ing remarkably good. They played, of 
course, by ear, knowing nothing of writ- 
ton music. 
Thero wan ono negro who 


played tho accordion with marvelous skill. 
He was from Mississippi and had acquired 
this accomplishment at Now Orleans, 
where his old master spent hie winters, 
this man having accompanied the planter 
as his body servant. Tho man had brought 
with him the Instrument his master had 
bought him. Under his manipulation tho 
peculiar whining tone of tha accordion 
as ordinarily played was lost. 


Thon, there wore any number of good 


singers. Ono big fellow, the blackest man, 
I think, I over saw, had a toner votco that 
would have made the fame and fortune of 
a white man. It.was clear.and powerful 
and as sweet as a chime of.silver bolls.

Death of aSLrango Womao—She Had Bears 


aad Snake* aa rota—Harrison. Uldn't 
Like to Have n Catamount at HU Table, 
Bo Ho Wouldn't Marry Her. 


Mra. E. Miles, who died at Brook- 


>illa. Pa., a low days ago, had wondor- 
fnl power over animals and readily 
made pets of wild deor, bears, cata- 
mount", foxes, suakos und fishes. She 
•was a iiativn ot Itc-lnud trnd cnme to 
this country in 1844. Sho rodo from 
Kew York to Philadelphia on the rail- 
road, went to \VllHamaport on n packet 
bout nnd walked tneuce to Bald Eagle, 
where sho passed several nights lii ttio 
woods. Later sho moved to Farrands- 
villo, where she made her homo with n 
family in-whose honor the-village was 
named. 
The- woodg in the vicinity of 


FarraridsviUo were Blouse, nnrt aiiimala 
nnd reptiles were numerous in it. It 
Wns •while in that neighborhood that 
she became awnre of heir strange power 
and began to practice it. 


Her mbidnu uarao'wag Amelia J:\n63, 


•«d Homy Harrison, yet aliva, was her 
lover for many years, but on account of 
her uncanny power over untamed ani- 
mals ho never married her. He didn't 
fancy having to bit at tho table with i. 
bear on cither side of him, ti ciitnmonnt 
opposite, his wife at his loft, a fox ruii- 
cinK under his feet nnd u black finako 
und rattlesnake in boxes in the corner 
of the diniug room. 
While ho wan her 


"steady company" she had ua pots the 
animals mentioned and two deer besides. 


Harrison cared for her EO much, how- 


ever, that upon bidding her farewell ho 
weut to the woods, became a cook nt u 
lumber eunjp uud refused to have any- 
thing whatever to do with women. Hs 
ia now 78 years old, arid for three years 
past has lived in San Jacinto, Cul. On 
ncconiit of tho death of his former 
•Trettbenrt bo cnraa tost to attend her 
funeral, and prior to starting for his 
California homo related tho following 
story of the peculiarities of tho dead 
woinuD: 


"Amelia was the dearest girl I evei 


knew. Sho was beautiful nnd had a lov- 
ing disposition. Everything seemed to 
fnll in lovo with her. She possessed 
prc'nt strength and enjoyed a tramp 
through the worjds. She would often go 
alone, and it was while on snch tripe 
ibat Bhu would capture tho animals and 
Kiir.kcs of which she made pets. I ofteu 
wondered how sho did it. I often askod 
her, but the subject waa always instcmt- 
ly changed. I finally conolnded that I 
would learn.at lonst a portion of her 
secrot if it took me all my IKc. 


"One day iu 1854, as I was coming 


down the roa-U nnd saw Amelia, I hur- 
ried after hor. She wont to n Etream'nnd 
fang a weird soug. The words were snch 
n3 I hnd never heard, and the appear- 
ance c£ Amelia waa greatly changed. 
Iler voice seemed unuatnrul. 


"I was frightened. Presently a few 


birds flow toward her, and sevsrnl Enakca 
crawled from their hiding places. A 
deer uUo responded to tha weird sounda 
She handled tho snakes, caressed the 
birds nud stroked the deer. She remain- 
ed in this queer state abontone honr. It 
was this sight that made me firm in my 
determination to break awuy from her. 


"I had paid Amelia attention for four 


years, bat I ceased my visits after that. 
Amelia, daring ray time as her lover, 
nlwayg had her two bears, deer, n cata- 
mount, fox and two snakes as pets. It 
was not cnusupl to see Amelia enjoying 
her dinner, snpper or breakfast sur- 
rounded by her pots. Those that ate 
meat would get it off a plate especially 
arranged. 


"The bears werB often hitched to a 


carriage, and she would ride behind 
them. Tin postofflco was some mi lea 
away, and among tho sights «nch week 
wna Amelia, accompanied by n bear 
and c. deer. These pets were extremely 
fond of their owner and wonlil allow no 
one to molest her. 


"Some,,odd things happened. Amelin 


was llner'than the other girls in the vi- 
cinity intellectually and was a general 
favorite. I remember I used to shudder 
nt having her ugly catamount near ns 
RS we eat on the old eattee. Then, too, 
it wasn't delightful to have.a big snako 
crawl over my leg as I sac there talking 
sentiment to Amelia. Wheu Amelia got 
cross, she wojUl sit on the floor, sur- 
round herself with her pets and langh 
Bt me. I was afraid of tho pets, and she 
knew ic. 


"All of these animals were taught to 


do various triofcs, and no matter when 
tho word wna givon all pets responded. 
I recall the first time I over attempted 
to kiss her. As nil country lovers go 
fcbout it, I begnn telling how Sim Jones 
over in tho valley kissed ilartlm Heu- 
niuper when walking olong a lonely 
road, and that Sarah Johnson says how 
Bbe'd rather kiss than go ,0 a corn husk- 
in. Amelia was on to rce, but let mo 
pet closer and allow my arm to go 
around her waist. Finally I stroked her 
hair, and, with a sudden movement, 
pulled hc-r head toward me and was 
about to take tho Itfls, when from her 
throat came the magic word which 
made tho bears jump toward me, the 
catamount land on my back, the fos 
Jtive a cry and tho ennkes stand in the 
air in front of me. I was scared nearly 
to death, hugged all tho closer to Amelia 
and -was nearly exhausted when sho 
commanded the pets to go away. 


"Xo, I didn't kiss her then, bnt wait- 


ed for n more convenient season. I never 
learned that Ehe lost her Btrango power, 
but at the time of her death sho had 
only a tear'and a 'deer ns pets, besides 
several birds."—New York Press.

There is ono institution in France

Tlie qnostion'aa 
to tho renewal of its charter has jnat 
come up for discussion in tho legisla- 
ture, which has voted its prolongation. 
Since the foundation of tho bank it has 
had but ten governors, while France 
has during tho same period of time had 
no less thnn nine different jepimes and 
considerably over n hundred cabinets.

Argentina Seeks to Drive Her Young 3Ien 


Into Matrimony. 


The news reaches us by way of Eng- 


land that a law hns been .passed by the 
parliament of Argentina putting a tax 
on celibacy. The teit of the enactment 
has not yet arrived at tho Argentina 
consulate, but .its general features are 
given in a London dispatch. 


Every unmarried male between fhn 


ages of 30 and 80 years falls under the 
provisions of the law. He must pay to 
the state a monthly tax, the amount of 
which ie determined by circumstances 
over which* he may or may not have 
control. 
In . particularly heinous in- 


stances of single blessedness the mulct 
is heavy. Ordinary misdemeanants in 
celibacy escape more easily. There are 
a few conditions which may ba pleaded 
in mitigation or complete abatement of 
damages. Priests are not taxed. 


The law is aimed directly nt men, 


bnt both sexos may be made to feel it 
Of course the men ore considered tho 
chief offenders, since in negotiations 
lending to matrimony they are supposed 
to take the initiative. Moreover, they 
have all the money. Bnt there are cir- 
cumstances in which the women may 
be considered porticeps criminis, acces- 
sories before or-after the fact 


Thus tho maid or widow who, hav- 


ing received the tender of a heart and 
hand, promises the suppliant to be a sis- 
ter to' him, must give to a competent 
court n good nnd sufficient reason or 
els9 pay a fine cf $600, South American 
silver. What is worse, the fine mom;y 
got'S to the rejected suitor who makes 
complaint.

Christianized natives of tho Island King- 
dom, in thoir "artless," Japanese way, flud 
pleasure enough in observing the day in n, 
manner chat would make us think that 
the seasons had been turned topsy tu-rvy, 
and our civilization along with thorn. 


Tho Japs work all day Christmas bo- 


cause that is tlmir busiest time of year. It 
Is the season when trado-is tho most active 
nnd the export trafflc-at its height. Church- 
going and holiday making aro therefore 
deferred until evening. In tho meantime 
tho churches are trimmed by the women, 
and made veritable bowers of flowers, for 
December in thii greater portion of Japan 
Is n genial month, and flowers are so cheap 
that enough wagon loads of blossoms and 
greenery to trim Bornum's circus tent can 
be boughs for S10. 


AH Japanese seem to possess tho ortistlo 


instinct Iu u high degree, and the women 
are , no exception. 
Of course they chut 


and'gosBlp in a lively fashion, just as our 
own women do, whllo their nimble flugers 
are at work tying and bundling together 
tho camellias, chrysanthemums and roses 
that arc lying around them In huge piles. 
Their ideas of color effects in church deco- 
ration are- different from ours, and per- 
hajis more correct 
Instinctively they 


seojn to realize that white is die emblem 
of purity and green tho color of nature;, so 
whito and pale yellow flowers are imposed 
against backgrounds of solid green leafage, 
into which are interwoven branches of 
dwarf orange trees with the ripe, 'yellow 
fruit upon them. 


• After church cornea tho Christmas din- 
ner, tuough it i.H as unlike our own feasts 
as one cau well imai^ne. .

Zealand, where tha climate ismaulilika 
that of jour gulf §tatei. " 


That in \vhat Sir Gcorgo Grey, ei- 


governor of New Zealand, said to mo at 
Auckland some ycare ago. 


It vraa neariug tho Christinas holi- 


days, and as my stay in these bountiful 
Islands wns limited to two months I de- 
termined to seo tho natives in "tho 
king's conutry," as their great reserva- 
tion is called, tho famous hot Eprinfs to 
tho east aiid tho Brand avalanches and 
mountain lakes of tho middle ieluiid 
•n-itboat regard to the season. 


I had a letter from Sir George Groy 


to the Maori chief Ontonga, and n half 
breed Maori named llahkoh WHS engag- 
ed to act as my guide into "the king's 
country." 


Tho American consul came to icy 


hotel to bid mo goodby, and dnring tho ] 
conversation he told me of n conutry- 
man of onrs who had reached the city 
that day from Sydney. 
! 


"His 
namo is Baldwin," snid tho j 


conaal, "nud bo is now sick in this hu- j 
tcl. Ho is v/cll to do, but his is a very 
snd case, und I incline to thiuk tlmt, . 
from dwelling on his troubles, his mmd 
is unhinged." -

Then tho consul went on to tell me 


that Mr. Biildwin vras from Boston. 
Some six years before thin he was the 
owjicr of a unmber of New Bedford 
•whalers that came to collect whalo oil 
and bone iu these southern waters. 


The shipowner had n sor., a spirited 


tout rather delicate boy, who, like most 
wholesome youths brought up near the j 
BOD, had an intense yearning to become 
a eailor. 


After much pleading on the boy's port 


—hia mother was dead—Mr. Bnldw'-j 
intrusted him to the care of Captain 
Wellman of the whaler Albatross, with 
instructions to send Clifford—thnt was 
the boy's name—homo on some steamer 
as soon as ho became tired of a sailor's 
life, which he ezpectod would be the 
caso by tho time the ship reached the 
soath Pacific.. 


But the Albatross naver came baok, 


nnd, except once, was never heard >f 
aRniii.

Together we called on ilr. Baldwin, 


a thin, careworn mnu, prematurely old, 
although he was only 40. 


lie told me his siid etory, as ho had 


told it for years to every one ho met, 
and in obedience to his request I prom- 
ised to look out for tlir> lost Clifford, as 
evevy one had done, but it is unneces- 
sary to state (hat. there was never a hope 
behind any of these promises. 


Tho next day, with my guide, I left 


Auckland. 
It was tlio 14th of Decem- 


ber, and a more bountiful summer tiny 
never came, down from tho' blue skies ' 
for the delighc of man. The woods were i 
shimmering emerald billows. Tho train 
ran through broad eliecp pastures and 
past farms and orchards as beautiful 
and rich iiicoloi1 as are the hills of Dev- 
onshire in June.

Unnecessary here to tell of our reach-1 


ing the end of the railroad, of tho long I 
bnt cheery Btngo]'onriieys, of onr visit to 
the geysers ai:d the scene of -the recent 
earthquake or of our long horseback rids 
into tho forbidden land' of "the king's 
country."

said my guide, with a show of pride, 
"could enter 'tha king's country' with- 
out permission of tho chief.

Ontongn, 'the Maori chief, n tall, 


magniflccutJy formed mnu, with a tat- 
tooed face, treated tea with a hospitality 
that wns'ut onco princely and barbaric. 


These pcoplo in appearance and man- 


ners reminded me very much of our own 
Novajo IndinnK." 
They' cultivate the 
i 


ground after a fashion, but havo groat i 
flocks of sheep, herds of cattle and piga 
und poultry without end, whilo every 
stream teoms with flslil 


Rather reluctantly the chief gave me 


permission to go to the coast. 'The ron- 
son for his opposition was the danger 
"on the islands of Hankan," explained 
the guide. "There is slilla band of moil 
eaters. 
That's why 
OUT people keep 
away from tha coast and do not wisn 
white visitors to go there." 


I reasoned thnt if these people had 


been renlly dangerous the English would 
have cleared them out long before, and 
the fact that they were unheard of ii 
not unknown outside "tho king's conn- 
try" argued that they wero not impor- 
tant. But the prospect of seeing real 
cannibals, even at a distanci;, increased 
my desire to go. 


Wo carried provisions on a pack horse, 


for the west coast was wild and unin- 
habited. We were armed with shotgun; 
and pistols, not so much for self protec- 
tion as to secure game if need be. • 


It was the oveniria of Dec. 20. nnd w( 
had made ft cnrnp in a beautilnl valley, 
noar tho shore, whore there were fuel, 
grass and water. 


We needed no shelter, for tho air was 


as soothing and balmy as in the land of 


cne iotas eazere, wncre, me pope Enys, it 
is one perpetual afternoon.

Wo had an csrly supper, and ju't at 


mupot the guide, 'who seemed unnnnal-; 
ly nervous, went to the top of an adjoin-1 
ing hui to "spy out the land, " us he p u t ; 
it, for ho had been educated at a mis- ' 
Gioiiary school and was full of Biblical 
expressions. 


After being absent EO long that I be- 


gan to feel impatient ho camo running 
breathlessly into camp. 


"What's up?" I asked. 
Pointing "over tho bill, tho gnidc 


gasped:

uouuced my purpose to have a look at! 
those people, and, fearing to remain; 
nlone rather than because ho approved !

panied me. 


We reached tho top "of the hill, from 


wnich v.-evcnjcl see it llro in-tho valley i 
not more than ISO yards below us. 
About this fire four merfstdoci, ,fcwo of 
them unmistakablynatives nud.two of 
thorn 'as / unmistakably white men, 
though the slight attire 'of all was the 
same. 


"There ore two white men down 


there, " I said to the guide. ' 'No mat- 
ter how the others feel, these will be 
friends. Coine with me. " And,'making j 
sure that my pistols were smooth.in the 
bolsters, I threw the shotgun into the 
hollow of my arm nnd strode down. 


Like a man under hypnotic influence, 


the guide oueycd me, and in a few min- 
utes we wore at the fire. 
The natives were the first to hear us, 


and, without seizing their spears, which 
wero on the ground, they uttered a yell 
of alarm and 
fled.

The older of tha two bronzed white 


men—the younger was about ono aurl 
twenty—reached out hislmudSj and in a 
voice trembling with emotion shouted: 


"Friends! Friends! At last, friend's!" 
When tho younger man could com- 


mand his tongue, after he had shaken 
hands with us, he cried out: "Get back 
from the flrel Thero's danger hero!" 
Ho and his companion picked up the 
spears, and, at a run, they followed the 
guide and myself to our camp.

oil painting ot Hlchellou and Julio, repro- I 
sensing them in the scone where the great ; 
chancellor, ot France defies the king's 
brother, which was presented him by the 
citizens ol Denver on the opening of the 
house by Emma Abbott Sept. 5, 1881. 
These two nrtlclcs nro all that ho ratal oed 
out of. property nnd cash which 15 years 
ago amounted to more than 30,000,000. 


When a young man of 25 yoarp, Tnbor 


wns fighting grasshoppers nnd starvation 
on a small claim In eastern Kansas. Eo- 
conilng disgusted "with that; kind .of Ufa 
and leurn'.ng from returning trappers of 
the rich gold discoveries made n'JODp Cher- 
ry creek In 1358, ho pocked his wife nnd 
few belongings into n prairie schooner und 
In 1801 started for tho now El Dorado. 
For many ycnra he followed, with Indiffer- 
unt success, tha flckle goddess through tho 
exciting days of Golden, Central City, 
Block Hawk, Breokinrldgc and Buckskin 
Jcc.

again found himself strundcxl in Orn City, 
a-placer camp, near tho head of California 
gulch.
